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INTRODUCTION 



The Cole ado Constitution provides for establishment of a free pubUc 
school system and a State Board of Education to provide general supervision 
of this system* The education of children and youth Is a major concern of 
any state or society. An enlightened citizen Is eiiential for quality 
education programs In Colorado. 

By direction of the State Board of Education^ the Colorado Department 
of Education seeks to encourage and assist Colorado educatori and citizens 
to improve the quality of education and Insure equal educational opportunities 
for all. To accomplish this, the Colorado State Board of Education and 
Department staff bring leadership» service and supervision to all areas of 
the staters educational program. 

Several events and happenings during 1971^72 created increased attention 
on education concerns* Among others they included numerous questions and 
considerable concern on the future of federal support for education as well 
as a variety of legal questions pertaining to funding responsibilities for 
the quality of educational opportunities. New ways for funding the schools 
continue to be explored by many groups and at this point it appears that 
some changes will result through conscientious and serious debate in the 
current legislative session. 

This Consolidated Report is designed to show significant facts about 
Colorado's public schools and It contains all items called for by the 
Colorado School Laws , Chapter 123^1-13(1)* It includes^ 

Ten year graphs covering significant areas 

Comparison of 1970'^71 and 1971*72 information where possible 

along with additional narrative analysis 

School district profiles presenting basic facts about each 

district and comparing these facts with state and group 

averages. 

Although these profiles provide one way to look at the school districts, 
there are limitations primarily due to the significance of Items selected, 
the diffl'^ulty of assuring comparability, and above all, the over abundance 
of input and process measures against the new output measures* 

The profiles do not Indicate how good or how bad a school district's 
program may be nor can any generalization be made about all districts from 
this Information. Persons Interested In determining the quality of 
education within a district must utilize much more information from many 
sources.

SOURCES OF REVENUE RECEIPTS 
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This graph shows the revanues recalvad by school dlstr. ti from various 
levels of government; federal, state, and local. Over 88.6 percent of the 
local revenues are derived from the local property tax. Receipts from sale 
of bonds, insurance adjustments, or sale of land and buildings are not In- 
cluded in this graph. The federal portion of revenues has increased from 
5.07 percent of the total to 6*13 percent in the period shown. State revenues 
have moved from 22,23 percent to 27,89 percent during this same time. Sub- 
stantial Increases in state support have been made.

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OPERATING AND NONOPERATING SCHOOL DISTRICTS 



As can be seen In the above graph, there are no longer any nonoperating 
school districts in the state. This obvious improvement is the result of re- 
organlKation In addition to dissolution and annexation. In 1935 there were 
2,105 school districts In Colorado. Two legislative acts, one In 1949 and 
another in 1957 provided the framework for Colorado citizens to reorganize 
local districts. A key to Colorado's success In reducing the number of local 
districts was tlm creation of County School Planning Conmittees. These Com- 
mlttees brought together representatives of the dlsti lets to develop plans 
cooperatively with consultant help from the CDE for county-wide reorganiaatlon 
prior to conducting reorganization elections. Districts In 14 counties have 
not completely reorganized under the 1957 act and are still required to 
ntaintaln County Planning Conmittees,

The average dally attendance ADA) of 
pupils in Colorado's public schools 
increases in proportion to the rise in 
fall fflsmbership. ADA has increased 
28.1 percent since 1962-63. ADA is 
computed by dividing the niifflber of 
school days into aggregate attendance 
figures (sum of the days present of 
all pupils when school is ^ iession). 
The average daily attendant increase 
rate will be slower in the 1970' s due 
to the decline in the birthrate in the 
early 1950- s.

This graph shows the total annual 
school district eKpenditures for 
payment on principal of school 
district indebtedness and interest 
thereon. Short-term loans that are 
made and paid back in the same 
fiical period (July l - June 30) 
are not included. However, loans 
made in one fiscal period and paid 
back in succeeding years are in- 
cluded in the total. Most school 
district indebtedness is in the 
form of long-term bonded or refund-* 
ing debt. The decline in 1967 was 
partly due to issuance of refunding 
bonds with lower repayment rates. 
Interest rates being paid now are 
higher than those of several years 
ago and partly account for the 
steep climb in the graph.

One primary 
contributing factor to this slower rate 
was the Gomputatlon of the average figure'* 
Only full-time classroom teachers were 
used in the 1972 figure* This was a 
change from past years when individuals 
that also had administrative duties were 
included, Another factor affecting this 
rate of increase was a slight increase in 
teacher turnover in 1972 over that in the 
previous year*

In order to portray the deviation from the state average on a 
common scaTej the district average was subtracted from the state 
average and then the difference was divided by the state average to 
determine the percent deviation.

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GROUP ACHIEVEHENT TEST RESULTS 

GENERAL COMMENTS ON GROUP ACHIEVEMENT TEST 
RESULTS FOR 1971-72 SCHOOL YEAR 



Since there is no uniform statewide testing program in Colorado, the group 
tests adrnlnistered by the school districts during the 1971-72 school year vary 
from district to district and from school to school. 

To comply with the requirements of 123-1-13(1) Colorado Revised Statutes as j 
amended, Colorado Department of Education requested a report of the median scores 
on these group achievement tests in the fields of reading and mathematics for 
grades 3, 6, 9 and 12. Districts were requested to report median gra^e 
equivalent scores for grades 3 and 6, and to report median precentlle scores 
for grades 9 and 12. In cases where the testing program and scoring procedures 
in a particular district were such that the data requested were not available, 
the district furnished such information as was available. For example, if grade 
3 information was not available, but results for grade 2 were available, then 
grade 2 results were reported. In some districts, tests were scored by a test- 
ing service bureau and were available in percentile scores only, rather than 
grade equivalent scores. 

In complying with the requirements of CRS 123-1-13 to furnish information 
regarding the quality of education in Colorado, the Colorado Department of 
Education is aware of the disadvantages of reporting quality of education by 
average scores on standardized achievement tests. These disadvantages are 
discussed below. 

Standardized tests are constructed for the purpose of discriminating among 
the various students taking the test; therefore, an item which could be answered 
by all or nearly all students would not be included in the test. Thus, the 
standardized tests fail to indicate common areas of achievement but, rather, 
distinguish among individuals on the basis of their differences in achievement. 
Further, reporting averag' scores for the groups of students obscures individual 
achi evement . 



'The median score is the middle score which has an equal number of scores 
above and below it. 

-A percentile is defined as a point on the distribution below which a certain 
percent of the scores fall. For example, the kOth percentile is the point 
below which kO percent of the scores in the distribution fall. This does not 
mean that the student who scores at the itOth percentile answered ^tO percent 
of the items correctly. He may have answered correctly 76 questions on a 
reading test composed of 100 items. If this score is equivalent to the ifOth 
percentile. It means that kO percent of the students who took the test 
received a score below 76, 
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Although standardized tests may give an Indication of the aceonip] i shments 
of individual students, they are only one measure of the quality of education 
or the extent of learning of students. There is a broad range of achievements 
which were attained by all students which has been eKcluded from the tests« 

Each school selects the tests of their choice* However, as Table 1 Indicates, 

the majurity of schools use either the Stanford Achievement Test or the lowa 

Tests (Test of Basic Skill or Test of Educational Development), The Iowa 

tests are used more by the smaller districts, and the Metropolitan or California 

Test of Basic Skills are used more by larger districts^ 

The methods employed in obtaining the data published were not designed to 
satisfy the requirements of a scientific study; however » results reported 
represent a large proportion of the school population. Some comparisons have 
been made among districts utilizing the same test at the same grade level for 
the 1971**72 school year with the recognition that these tests were administered 
during different months of the school year. The samples analyzed cannot be 
considered a r ;resentative sample of the state, but may be suggestive of 
trends^ Since the Stanford and Iowa tests were in most common use, the analysis 
which follows is based on these three instruments. 



READING ACHIEVEMENT 

Reading scores were reported in decile ranges from some districts» Table 
2. illustrates decile ranges and gives the numbers of students scoring in each 
decile for the three tests, the lowa Test of Basic SkMls, the Inwa Test of 
Educational Development and the Stanford Achievement Test* A decile Is the 
percentile score from 0-99 divided Into ten groups (0-9, 10-19,,,^, 90-g9)« 
Approximately 10 percent of the scores are expected to fall In each decile^ 
The greatest achievement is indicated In the 90*^99th percentile. 

These results are reports of individual students and do not indicate the 
average scores of the schooU Instead, these figures represent the percent of 
the total number of students who scored within each decile for the particular 
achievement test reported. Based upon the performance of the students select* 
ed for the norming group, approximately 10 percent of the scores are eKpected 
to fall in each decile. 

Table 2 indicates that students In grades 3 and 6 in Colorado scored 
higher than the national average on the lowa Test of Basic Skills, In general, 
less than ten percent of the students reported bl )^e6 in the deciles below 50 
percentile and more than ten percent scored in eawh of the deciles above 50 
percent lie, 

Colorado students In grades 8 through 12 scored, on the reading portion 
of the lowa Test of Educational Development, Just about at the national 
average. 

The Stanford Reading Achievement Test Is reported for more students than 
any other test In the third grade. The results, as shown in Table 2, ind^'caf^j 
that Colorado students fall below the national norms on this particular test. 
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The percent of students who tasted at or above the 50th percentile or 
at or above grade level on the Iowa and Stanford reading tests are shown in 
Figures 1 and 2, The equivalent figures are displayed for the years 19fi9'*70, 
1970-71 and 1971*72» The change in achievement over time shown in Figures 
1 and 2 must be interpreted with caution since the students represented are 
'not a random sample of the state and contain unknown sample biases that may 
vary From year to year^ However, as may be seen, achievement over the three 
year period has not shown growth relative to national norms^ Furthermorej 
the older students are, if anything^ achieving less well than uhe younger 
students. The state Reading Achievement Act currently being implemented is 
planned to improve the reading skills levels In the state. 

An analysis was run asking whether district reading achievement levels 
In the third grade varied by size of district, Tht proportion of districts 
showing reading achievement at or above grade level or the 50th percentile 
was calculated for each of the district size groupings shown on pages 15 - 19. 
Separate analysis of the jowa Test of Basic Skills, the Stanford Achievement 
Test, and all tests combined showed there was no significant difference 
between district size category and the proportion of districts showing 
reading achievement above the norm in the third grade^ A district summary 
achievement score is not a strong measure of reading achievement, therefore 
the above analysis should be considered only as suggestive^ 

MATHEMATICS ACHIEVEMENT 

Grade equivalent results, by school and by district, were reported by 
the districts. The same pattern of reporting used in the Consolidated Reports 
for the past couple of years is continued In the present report. The tests 
summarized In Table 3 are the Iowa Test of Basic Skills and the Stanford 
Achievement Test for grades 3 and 6, and the Iowa Test of Educational Develop- 
ment and the Stanford Achievement Test for grades 8-12. 

In general, the conclusion from Table 3 Is that Colorado students compare 
well in mathematics with national norms In the primary grades, score at or 
below national norms by the 6th grade, and regain a more favdrable comparison 
status by high school. The differences between the Stanford and Iowa 
mathematics test results reflect the problem of comparing across tests with 
different norms, different Items, different skills, different student samples^ 
and different test administration dates, 

A three year comparison of the same kind of data as shown In Table 3 is 
displayed In Figures 3 and 4^ The rather dramatic fluctuations from year to 
year shown In some grade levels makes the validity of the data suspect. 
There is a consistent fall-off in grade 6 mathematics achievement levels 
compared with grade 3 for each of the years 1969"70i 1970-71 and 1971-72, 
The 1971-72 levels are. In general, below the I97O-7I levels, but probably 
should be considered sampling and testing fluctuatiuns rather than a time 
trend.

Since this reporting was Inconsistent 
with data recsived from other districts, it was omitted. 

The responses to thw national norms used varied too widely for uniform 
treatment; therefore, the actual grade placement was determined by the month 
the test was administered. The actual month was translated Into a decimal 
equivalent as follovvs* 



If the siKth grade reading test v^ere administered in February, the actual 
grade placement would be 6.5; however, If the test were administered In 
Si pi: ember, the actual grade placement would be 6,0, 

Obtained Score : The median score In grade equivalent was requested 
for elementary grades, and the median percentile score was requested for 
secondary grades. Time restrictions and other limitations prevented many 
districts from furnishing Information In the form requested. For example, 
many districts were unable to furnish a median score but submitted a mean 
score' Instead, When the grade equivalent score was unavailable, the 
percentile rank was substituted and conversely. Some districts were unable 
to furnish an average percentile rank and substituted a percentile band (a 
range of percentile scores for example, 48-63). Those districts which 
reported average percentile ranks of 100 or above were In error and, there' 
fore, omitted. In such instances, the summary report will read "Data 
Received in Incomparable Form,'- 

The obtained score, then, represents the average score reported by the 
local school district expressed either in grade equivalent score or percentile 
and subject to the aforementioned modi f Icatlons^ 

Pi f ference - Entries in this column represent the difference between 
grade' score equivalent and actual grade placement, where grade equivalent 
scores were reported or the difference above or I -low 50 percentile where 
percentile scoreb were reported.

DEFINITIONS 



RECEIPTS AND T^NSFERS 

LOCAL REVENUES flncludtng County) 

In a typical school district, about ninety five percent of the revenues 
shown In this column come from a district property tax levy. Other sources 
of local revenue include specific ownership (primarily automobile and mobile 
home tax), student fees, and tuition and transportation fees* 

STATE REVENUES 

These are revenues received by local districts frm the State General 
Fund. Equalisation payments constitute the major portion of the amount shown 
for most districts* Other of state revenues Include money for pupil transport 
ation, vocational education, and other categorical programs, 

FEDERAL REVENUES 

Revenues coming to school districts from the federal government either 
directly or through the state are recorded under this heading, aside from 
amounts received for federal impaction (P,L,874 and P.L.8I5) all federal 
revenues are categorical # 

This column does not include federal money or commodities received for 
school lunch programs, 

NON-REVENUE RECEIPTS 

Amounts received which must be paid back at some future date are called 
non'revenue receipts. Also included in this definition are receipts received 
from sale of property (sites, building, or equipment) that were previously 
purchased, and proceeds from insurance adjustments. 

The largest single source of non-revenue receipts are those monies re^ 
celved from the sala of general obligation, bonds which were authorized at a 
bond election, Non^revenua receipts are used primarily for capital outlay 
expend i tures , 

IN-COMING TRANSFERS 

Monies that have accrued to a district but have been transferred from 
another school district for tuition and transportation fees to cover the local 
expenditures required to educate pupils that attend school In a district other 
than the district of residence. 
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EXPENDITURES BY FUND 



GENERAL FUND 

This IS the operating fund of the district. Any legal school district 
transfers may be made frOT this fund. However, good manag^Ment praetice dictates 
that expenditures for long term debt service (principal and interest) and 
expenditures for large building projects be made from other funds provided for 
those purposes, 

BOND REDEMPTION FUND 

Expenditures for payment of Interest and principal of long term bonded 
debt are made from this fund. It cannot be used for any other purpose* 

BUILDING FUND 

This fund Is used as a clearing account for major capital outlay projects. 
There is no tax levy for this fund. It receives Its receipts from sale of bonds 
of federal funds (primarily P,L.815) provided for major building projects, 

CAPITAL RESERVE FUND 

This Is the only fund In which school dtstrlcti may accumulate monies over 

a period of years. The levy is limited to two mills annually. Expenditures 

from this fund are regulated by law, and may be made for certain capital outlay 
or replacment items only.
